Oct. 8. The Simcoe Muskoka District Health Unit is 
launching a new campaign, to promote Smoke-free 
Housing. Smoking is already banned in restaurants, 
bars and most sports fields, recreational facilities and 


playgrounds. With only 1 in 5 adult Canadians smoking, 
now is the time to also ban smoking in multi-family 
buildings, the SMDHU says. Smoke-free buildings reduce 
both fire risks and insurance rates, since smoking is 
a leading cause of fatal home fires. And a majority 
of tenants report that they would prefer to live in a 
smoke-free environment, to protect themselves and 
their families from the dangers of second-hand smoke.

Time to Change your Clocks and the 
Batteries in all Smoke Alarms 

Daylight savings time ends on Sunday, November 1 at 2:00 
am and the Bradford West Gwillimbury Fire Department is 
reminding residents to install new batteries in their smoke 
alarms when they change their clocks this weekend. 

In order for smoke alarms to be effective, they need to have 
working batteries. Once a year, old batteries should be 
replaced with new batteries. When you change your clocks 
this weekend, the Bradford West Gwillimbury Fire Department 
wants everyone to take the time to install new batteries in all 
smoke alarms. 

In order to survive a fire, you need to be provided with an 
early warning and know what to do when the smoke alarms 
sound. It’s the law to have working smoke alarms on every 
level of the home and outside all sleeping areas. For added 
protection, it is recommended to also install smoke alarms 
inside all bedrooms. 

Tampering with, or removing the batteries from your smoke 
alarm is against the law. Failure to comply with the Fire Code 
smoke alarm requirements can result in a ticket for $360 or a 
fine of up to $50,000.

Fake immigration officers call 


York Regional Police Major Fraud 
Unit is warning of scams commit¬ 
ted by suspects posing as Canadian 
Immigration Officers. 

The suspects are calling victims by 
phone, and advising that there are 
errors in the paperwork that Immi¬ 
gration Canada has on file. The sus¬ 
pects threaten that if the victims 
don’t immediately wire money, they 
may face deportation or jail time. Vic- 


transfer service location, and to send 
money to a recipient that is provided. 

York Regional Police report that the 
fraudsters appear to be targeting Sen¬ 
iors and persons of Southeast Asian 


descent. 

The scam is similar to recent 
attempts at fraud, in which callers 
posed as Canada Revenue Agency 
agents, demanding immediate pay¬ 
ment of “overdue” tax amounts, by 
wiring money or gift cards. 

Police remind citizens to be cau¬ 
tious of any call demanding informa¬ 
tion or money. If you are uncomforta¬ 
ble, hang up, and then call the agency 
concerned to verily information. Any¬ 
one who has been a victim of fraud

Distracted Driving Campaign 
Oct. 26-31 - South Simcoe Police 
will be out in force this week, looking 
for drivers who are using hand¬ 
held communications devices while 
behind the wheel.

Bradford - On Oct. 23 at 9:15 a.m., 
a South Simcoe Police officer on 
patrol on County Rd. 27 near Bond 
Head watched as the vehicle ahead 
of him pulled out to pass a dump 
truck, and forced a vehicle heading 
in the opposite direction to pull onto 
the shoulder to avoid a collision. 

The officer stopped the driver, and 
discover that he was driving under 
suspension, with no insurance.

Innisfil - Around 1:20 a.m. on Oct. 
23, a Designated Driver service was 
called to pick up a male at an address 
in Alcona - but when the service 
arrived, the man had driven off in his 
own car. South Simcoe Police were 
called. Officers located the vehicle 
on Innisfil Beach Road near Alcona 
Glen Elementary School, where it had 
crashed into the median. A witness 
pointed out the fleeing driver, who 
was arrested. A 33 year old male was 


taken to the Police Station, where he 
was charged with Impaired Driving, 
Dangerous Driving, Fail to Provide 
Breath Sample. He received a 90 day 
licence suspension and his vehicle 
was impounded. He was also held in 
custody on an Arrest Warrant issued 
by Waterloo Regional Police, on 
similar charges. Police thank citizens 
for helping to take an impaired driver 
off the road. 

Bradford - On Oct. 22, a Bradford 
Business owner received a phone call 
from a man, claiming that he owed 
money for advertising. The owner 
checked and discovered that the 
suspect calls businesses and attempts 
to defraud them by threatening legal 
action if he doesn't get the money 
owed for "advertising." The amounts 
are usually small; the suspect hopes 
the victim will pay, unsure if they did 
agree to the advertising scheme. South 
Simcoe Police warn that due diligence 
is the best defence against fraud - 
and congratulate the business owner 
for checking up and keeping detailed 
notes of all business transactions. For 
information on Fraud prevention, see 
the Canadian Anti-Fraud website www.
